It is with deep regret that the State Library announces the retirement of 
Mary FE. Eastwood, head of the Book Information Section, after more than 
40 years of service to the libraries and readers of the State. Her brief but 
discerning book reviews and her carefuJly selected exhibits at institutes 
and conventions have helped many a librarian to spend her meager book 
fund wisely. Though The Bockmark, which she has so ably edited, 
designed primarily as an aid to New York librarians, it has a wide circula- 
tion throughout the country and its editor is nationally recognized as one of 
the ablest book reviewers in the library profession. 

Her supervision of book selection for the institutions of the State and 
her hundreds of carefully chosen reading lists for our students and clubs 
were also an important part of the pleasant but exacting duties which 
Miss Eastwood performed with a friendly and sympathetic understanding, 
with great skill and literary taste. 

At the farewell luncheon given her by her library associates, the follow- 
ing letter from Dr James I. Wyer, former State Librarian, was read. It is 
a most fitting tribute to a ifetioee of devoted service to the people of 
New York State. 

In the retirement of Mary Eastwood after nearly 40 years of splendid 
service, the New York State Library loses one of the most faithful and 
useful members of its staff. 

Exceptionally equipped for her chosen work, with a fine literary taste, 
with high critical ideals . . . a sturdy perfectionist in these feverish, speed- 
mad days when, alas, perfectionism too often is in disrepute . . . Miss 
Fastweod has spent half a lifetime upholding high standards of good, 
better and best books and reading. 


Though this work has been done in one post and nominally in the service 
of a single library and state, never has it been provincial. The reputation 
and influence of the New York State Library and the New York State 
Library School, in which Miss Eastwood was long a valued teacher, rein- 
forced by a growing recognition of her wholesome standards and consci- 
entious work, have carried the gospel of best books far and wide. 

This modest woman, whom her associates today unite to praise and 
honor . . . has been a very real factor in promoting the higher life in her 
State and country. 

May her rest from effort and responsibility bring a sufficient measure 
of health and happiness to afford her many years for life’s fulfilment. 


The work of the Book Information Section will go on under the able 
hands of the staff she has trained and inspired but we will all miss the 


friendly smile, the ready willingness and the discerning judgment of the 


one who made this section famous wherever librarians gather and books 
are read.
